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XV. On the species of Rutelidje inhabiting Eastern Asia 
and the Islands of the Malayan Archipelago, Bj 
J. O. Westwood, M.A., F.L.S., &c. 

[Read 3rd May, 1875.] 


The existence of species of animals or plants in parts of 
the world far removed from the geographical metropolis 
of the groups to which they respectively belong, is, at the 
present time, the subject of much interest in connection 
with the question of the diffusion of the different objects 
of creation on the earth’s surface. 

I therefore feel the less hesitation in calling the atten¬ 
tion of the Members of the Entomological Society to the 
beautiful family of Lamellicorn beetles Rutelidce^ which 
are for the most part natives of the South American Con¬ 
tinent, but of which certain species have been found in 
India and the Islands of the Eastern Archipelago; and 
the more so because the Transactions of the Society 
already contain descriptions of two of the most remark¬ 
able Eastern genera of this group, namely, Parastasia and 
Peperonota, Of the different sub-families into which the 
Riitelidce have been divided, we find that the Macraspides, 
Pelidnotidesy Chrysophorides, Geniatides and Riitelides^ 
are entirely absent fr’om the Old World. 

The Anoplognathides are exclusively and the Brachys- 
ternides partially natives of Australasia, the Australian 
genera Amllyterus and Schizognathus belonging to the 
latter sub-family. In the sub-family Chasmodiides^ Phce- 
nomeris, illustrated from my drawings in the Transactions 
of the Zoological Society, is confined to South Africa and 
INIadagascar. In the Areodides^ Idiocnema sulcipennis of 
Falderman, Mem. Acad. St. Petersb. ii. p. 277, from 
Xorthern China, is the only Old World representative; 
whilst, ill the Adoretides^ Trigonostoma mucoreiim inhabits 
Madagascar, and the species of Adoretus are widely dis¬ 
tributed over Asia, Africa and the Eastern Islands. 
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There remain only the Parastasiiclesy to which belong* 
the tj^^ical genus Pavastasia^ Peperonota, and the tlu*ee 
other genera which are described below.* 


Parastasia^ Westw. 

(Sectio 2. Barymorpha^ Gnerin-Mcncville.) 

In addition to the species of this genus, described in my 
monograph in the fourth volume of the Transactions of 
the Entomological Society (1841), a number of species 
have been published by ]M. Snellen van Vollenhoven, in 
the Tijdschrift Ent, Nederlands, vol. vii. p. 1864; by 
Eriehson, in Trans. Ent. Soc. London, iv. 1845 ; Blan¬ 
chard, in the Catal. of the Lamellicorns of the tlardin des 
Plantes (^. ruhroiessellata^ ruyosicollis and rnfolirnhata); 
M. Candeze, in the Coleopterologische Hefte, 1869 (P. 
hasalis)\ and INI. Montrozier, in the Annales Soc. Agr. 
Lyons, vol. vii. (/\ Percheronii and himaculata). 


Peperonota, Westw. 

The genus is still confined to the single rare species 
P, Harrinytonii^ described and figured by me in the 
Transactions of the Entomological Society, vol. iv. pi. 22, 
fig. 1, and Lacordaire, Genera (Atlas, pi. 34, fig. 1), from 
the Himalayas. 


* In addition to the species mentioned above in the text, I noticed in 
the magnificent collection of Westermann, now in the Royal Museum 
of Copenhagen, three other apparently undescribed insects from India, 
belonging to the namely— 

Aglae rntilanSy Reiche, MSS. from Assam ; a small insect, with brilliant 
copper elytra; 

CaUisthenes (? Callisthoies = Anomala pars) coimdaris^ Blanchard, 
from Assam; small, narrow and dark green ; and 

CaUisthenesy sp. nov., from Bengal; of the size of Euclilora viridis, 
green, but more polished. 

The genus Cceliduiy of Dejeau’s Catalogue, 3rd cd., still nncharacterized, 
consists of two species from New Guinea, namely, Melolonilia marglnatay 
Bdv. Voy. Astrolabe, pi. G, fig. 17, and C. nigromaculatay Blanchard and 
Ilombron, Voy. an Pole Sud, pi. 7, fig. 1. 

The genus Troplorliynclms of Blanchard, Coll. Mus. Paris, p. 176 
{Dinorliinay Lacordaire), belongs to the Anisoplia group. It contains one 
Persian and one Nepalese species, the latter being An. OrientiSj^twmviw, 
Ent. Mag. v. 381. 

The genus Singlialay Blanchard, formed of several Eastern species 
(^Anomala Dalmannly Gyllenhal, Schonh.), from India, belongs to the 
Anomala group.
